To Bowman 


Open letter to. Bruce Bowman, 
*“GHI Board Member, Twin Pines 
past - President, City Council- 
man, and a host of other titles 
too numerous to mention: 

You are far more proficient 
and experienced than I at mind- 
ing the people’s business, and 
when. you speak, or write, I 
grant that you are both know- 
ledgeable and sincere, and that 
your objective is to benefit the 
community for the common good, 

The trouble is, it seems to 
me [ve heard this siren song 
before, and I must observe, sin- 
cerity and noble motives do not 
always lead to the desired ends. 
I recall only too vividly the 
glowing promises of benefits to 
the members of another co-op, 
benefits to be derived from ex- 
pansion into other areas and 
other activities. Yet, though that 
co-op’s business activities have 
increased ten-fold in the past 
ten years, I have observed very 
little in the way of additional 
benefits to members. Indeed, in 
some respects the benefits have 
been drastically curtailed -- wit- 
ness the disappearance of the 
patronage refund, and the absurd 
“advantages for members’’ 
which replaced it. I am fearful 
lest GHI and Twin Pines fall 
into the same trap, the delusion 
that expansion into other ventures 
will lead to ‘‘greater benefits’’ 
for members, while beneath the 
surface of the corporate struc- 
ture lurks a network of sub- 
sidiary and interlocking organ- 
izations which sap the strength 
and the purpose of the main 
body, slowly but surely. 

So I ask you, Bruce, why do 
GHI and Twin Pines have to get 
into business activities which are 
foreign to the purposes for which 
-they were established? Why, for 
example, should Twin Pines be 
used asa platform to launch 
a cooperative theater enterprise? 


| If some people want to organize 


a cooperative theater, let them 
do it--that’s their business. I’s 
not Twin Pines’ business. If some 
people don’t like the way the 
present theater is being handled, 
let them talk to the theater own- 
er, or to the landlord(GCS), and

For the first time, annual elec- 
tions for the board of directors 
of the housing co-op will take 
place in May. In previous years, 
election month was March, but 
last year’s snowstorm which ac- 
companied the balloting prompted 
the membership to move back 
the voting two months, 

Another unique feature of this 
year’s election is the fact that 
it will be the first under the 
new Staggered system which was 
adopted last year. Instead of 
nine vacant spots on the board 
to be filled, there will only be 
five. The board members whose 
term expires are Allen Morrison, 
George Eshbaugh, Frank Last- 
ner, Bruce Bowman, and Paul 
Kasko, All future directors will 
be elected for 2-year terms. 

The election is held in con- 
junction with the annual member- 
ship meeting, generally sched- 
uled for the third Wednesday in 
May. The candidates receiving 
the highest number of votes will 
be declared winners, regardless 
of whether or not they receive 
more than half the votes cast. 
Prior to last year, run-off elec- 
tions had to be held when can- 
didates failed to receive a ma- 
jority of the votes cast. 

Board members. receive a 
salary of $500 per year with the 
offices of president, secretary, 
and treasurer receiving $750. In 
addition, board members are 
eligible to participate in GHFs 
group life insurance, hospital, 
surgical, and major medical ex- 
pense plan for its employees.

TO AMEND THE GREENBELT CITY

WHEREAS, Ordinance No, 420, amending the Greenbelt City 
Section 754 (P.L.L., 1943, Art. 17, sec. 664. 1937, ch. 532, sec. 
34. 1949, ch. 583, sec. 664.) (Responsibilities of Manager -- 
Powers, of Appointment and Removal), provided for the appoint- 
ment or removal of the City Solicitor only ‘with the consent of the 
Council; and 


WHEREAS, said ordinance did not provide for the amendment 
to the similar language which appears in Section 763 (P.L.L., 
1943, Art. 17, sec. 673. 1937, ch. 532, sec. 43. 1949, ch. 583, 
sec. 673.) (Qualifications and Duties of City Solicitor), now therefore: 


BE IT RESOLVED AND ORDAINED that Section 763 (P.L.L., 
1943, Art. 17, sec. 673. 1937, ch. 532, sec. 43. 1949, ch. 583, 
sec. 673.) (Qualifications and Duties of City Solicitor be amended 
to read as follows (Underlined material is added, bracketed material 
is deleted.): 


763, Qualifications and Duties of City Solicitor. The City 
Solicitor shall be appointed gr removed by the City Manager only 
with the consent of the Council. (and the City Manager may remove 
him at will without notice. His compensation shall be fixed by the 
Council. He shall be an attorney at law who shall have been admitted 
to practice before the Maryland Bar, but need not bea resident 
of Greenbelt. He shall be the chief legal adviser of and attorney 
for the city and all offices thereof in matters relating to their official 
powers and duties. It shall be his duty to perform all services in- 
cident to his office; to attend meetings of the Council when requested 
by the City Manager, to give advice in writing, when so requested, 
to the Council or the City Manager; to prosecute or defend, as the 
case may be, all suits or cases to which the city may be a party; 
to prosecute for all offenses against the ordinances of the city and 
for such offenses against the laws of the State as may be required 
of him by law; to prepare all contracts, bonds and other instruments 
in writing in which the city is concerned, and to endorse on each 
his approval of the form and correcmess thereof; and to perform 
such other duties of a legal nature as the Council may be ordinance 
require.

RESOLUTION 


TO AMEND THE GREENBELT CITY 
CHARTER, SECTION 731A, PERSONNEL 
BOARD-APPOINTMENT, REMOVAL, 
DUTIES.(ORDINANCE NO. 419, GREEN- 


BELT CITY COUNCIL, MAY 2, 1960 


Series of 1961 
Number 16 


WHEREAS, A review by City Council of the wide scope of problems 
and duties assigned to the Personnel Board under Section 731A 
of the Greenbelt City Charter indicates an abnormal workload for 
a part-time Board of. only. three members,.as,provided.in Section 
731A; and 


WHEREAS, A review of the qualifications and recommendations of 
available volunteer personnel for said Personnel Board, residing 
in the City of Greenbelt, suggests to Greenbelt City Council the 
advisability of increasing the Board to five members, now therefore: 


BE IT RESOLVED AND ORDAINED that Section 731A, Personnel 
Board - Appointment, Removal, Duties (Ord. No. 419, Greenbelt 
City Council, May 2, 1960) shall be and hereby is amended to read 
as follows: (Underlined material is added; bracketed material is 
deleted.) 


‘Sec. 731A. Personnel Board - Appointment, Removal, Duties. 
There shall be a Personnel Board consisting of five (three) members 
who shall be appointed by the Council. The Council shall designate 
one of the five (three) as chairman. Members of the Personnel 
Board shall serve for aterm of six years, except that of the members 
first appointed: One shall be appointed for six years; one shall 
tn one shall be appointed for four years; 

;. and one for two years. 
ER in an unexpired term shall be filled by the Council by 
appointment for the remainder of the term. A member of the Board 
may be removed by Council for cause only and after being given a 
written statement of the charges against him and a public hearing 
on the charges if he so requests. A certified copy of the charges 
and a transcript of the record shall be filed with the City Manager. 
No member of the Personnel Board shall hold any other elective or 
appointive office in the city government. Members of the Board 
must be residents of, and residing in, the City of Greenbelt. 


‘‘The Board shall have power and shall be required to: 
(1) Advise the Council and Manager on problems concerning 
personnel administration. 


(2) During the months of January and February make any study 
which it may consider desirable concerning the administration of 
personnel in the municipal service, and report to the City Manager 
and the Council on or before March 1O its findings, conclusions and 
recommendations. 


(3) Perform such other duties with reference to personnel ad- 
ministration, not inconsistent with this charter, as the Council 
may specify by ordinance or resolution. 


(4) The Board shall have the power to establish, amend, repeal, 
or add to rules on its own initiative governing its operation, but such 
rules shall be in conformity with this charter. 


(5) Conduct hearings, public or private, if requested by the 
employee, in accordance with this charter and its own rules on appeals 
filed under the provisions of Section 754 of this charter as amended.”’ 


PASSED by the Council of the City of Greenblet, Maryland, at 
regular meeting, April 3, 1961.
